W a s h in g to n , May 17.— I n the House, 
Henderson, of Iowa, presented the con­ 
ference rep irt on the Cincinnati Expo­ 
sition bill, and it was agreed to. The 
' House th n went into a Committee of the 
Whole on the Tariff bill. 
Peters, of Kansas, argued if it was 
true, as asserted by the gentleman on 
the other side, that proactive tariff was 
robbery, the Mills bill only seotionalized 
that robbery. 
Anderson, of Illinois, antagonised the 
protective system for having fnriched 
chosen few and for having accumulated 
in the Treasury a dangerous surplus, and 
ihe contro\eKtcd position that leturn to 
a revenue basis would result in the re­ 
duction of the rates of wages to labor. 
Breckenridge. of Arkansas, opened his 
speech without reference to the bill, and 
eulogized the President’s annual message 
and declared that it had met with great 
popular favor; that the politioal adver­ 
saries of the Democratic party had sought 
some point of attack along the Democrat­ 
ic line, and that the chief of the oppos’ 
ing forces had rushed valiantly into the 
tight and sent a letter which was practic­ 
ally a letter of resignation withdrawing 
entirely from the contest. After brief 
reference to the proceedings of the Ways 
and Meaus Committee, in which lie de­ 
nied that the majority ever refused the 
right of petition, and criticizing the 
minority for having made extravagant 
statements in regard thereto, he passed 
to an exhaustive analysis of the provi­ 
sions of the bill. 
Stewart, of Vermont, spoke against 
the bill. 
Cox, of Now York, said he would be 
willing to a reduction of taxation in al­ 
most any way. He would do almost 
anything to get rid of the surplus which 
menaced and paralyzed the industries of 
the country. The geutlemen on the 
other side, said the Mills bill was a radi­ 
cal measure. He did not see that a re­ 
duction of seven per cent. 
was 
much of 
a 
free 
trade 
reduc 
tion. Cox referred to Burrows’ speech 
and especially to that gentleman's pero­ 
ration, where, like Silas Wegg, he 
“dropped into poetry." The gentleman 
after, in eloquent language picturing the 
advancement and progress of the New 
South, quoted “ Hail, its coming tongue 
and pen," quoting Charles Mackey’s 
“ Corn Law Kbyme" for the incoming of 
absolute free trade. In conclusion, Cox 
said the country bad grown from sea to 
sea and from gulf to lake expanding its 
progress. 
Mason, of Illinois, then made a lengthv 
speech against the bill. Mason’s speech 
abounded in humor throughout. 
In 
closing he said that of the majority of 
the Committee on Ways and Means 
eight come from the States late 
ly in rebellion, and when he went 
through bis district and saw the prosper­ 
ous inamiDcturing and business men 
there and realized that the geutlemen on 
the committee had no sympathy and no 
interest in them, it grieved him to th ink 
that the affairs of his district should be 
in the bands of such men. A few years 
ago wnen the btigadiers got back 
in Congress the prodigal act worked 
very well, bnt now it did not fit their 
case. Bald he: "You are back in your 
father’s house because he caught you by 
the nape of the neck and .seat of your 
pants and brought you back." You do 
not say, ‘Father, I have sinned against 
thee, I am not worthy to be one of the 
family, make me a hostler’; that is not the 
kind of prodigals you are; you come in at 
the front door, wipe your feet on the 
carpet and try to drink out of the fire ex­ 
tinguisher. You don’t wait for the 
fatted calf; you put your feet on 
the mantle and say, ‘what 1 want is 
veal.’" (Laughter.) Mr. Mason closed 
by saying: ‘The sleeping giant, the Re­ 
publican party, would awake and, stand­ 
ing in every harbor and port of entry, 
would say to the importers of goods pro­ 
duced by cheap and pauper labor: 'Thus 
far and no further;’ and under the influ­ 
ence of Republican administration the 
country would have new life and new 
hopes, and make greater strides in the 
march of civilization than heretofore has 
been accomplished in the history of the 
world." 
Herman, of Oregon, spoke in opposi­ 
tion to the bill, dwelling upon the neces­ 
sity of coast defenses on the Pacific, and 
pointing out that much of the surplus 
might profitably be need for that pur­ 
pose. Ban Francisco could be pillaged 
and its great wealth dissipated, as well as 
that of other places on the Pacific, by 
means of foreign powers through lack of 
protection He admonished to heed the 
words of the fathers of the Republic, who 
had all declared for protection. The 
committee rose and the House took a re­ 
cess till evening. 
At the evening session Felton, of Cali­ 
fornia, expressed himself on the Mills 
hill. 
He opposed the proposition to 
place qnicksilver on the free list. The 
industry of quicksilver mining needed 
the fostering arm of the Govern­ 
ment. Under the tariff the people were 
getting cheaper con modifies than they 
would if the im ortation of quicksilver 
was made free, for the reason that if the 
industry was wiped out in the United 
States, the nations of Austria, Italy and 
Spain would practically have a mon­ 
opoly. 
Speeches were also made by Messrs 
Marsh of Pennsylvania, Spooner of Rhode 
Island, Romera of Ohio, Sawyer of New 
York, Nichols of North Carolina, and 
Lane of Illinois. Adjourned.

REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 
At the session of the Republican Can 
cus Committee last night the tariff bill 
was a subject of engrossing interest. It 
was the understanding that if the com­ 
mittee was able to come to an agreement 
upon the proposition made by Mills look­ 
ing to a vote on the tariff hill and the 
substitute which he expocts the Repub­ 
licans to offer, a caucus should be called 
to formally ratify Its action. The con­ 
ference, however, revealed the fact that 
there was doBsiderablo difference amon* 
the members, not to much as to Mills 
proposition as to the substitute bill to be 
offered by the Republicans for the Mills 
bill.From the tone of the discussion, it ap­ 
peared that the majority of the members 
might be brought to favor the inclusion 
of free sogar iu any proposition that may 
be advanced by them. The Bugar bounty 
idea also had some advocates. The com 
mittee adjourned without issuing a call 
for a caucus,, but the members were in­ 
structed to request the State delegations 
to hold conferences and try to agree 
among themselves what they might re­ 
gard as the best line of action. When 
this has been done the caucus committee 
will endeavor to reconcile the various 
propositions submitted by the State dele­ 
gations and adopt a settled policy in the 
treatment of the matter.

S y d n e y, N. S. W., May 17.— Last 
evening, the Premier, in an impassioned 
speech, intrduced in the Colonial As­ 
sembly a bill to restrict Chinese imn i- 
gratioñ. All standing orders' were sus 
pended without a word of dissent, and at 
8 o’clock this morning, amid load cheers 
the bill passed on third reading, with 
a few verbal amendante. The bill, which 
operates from the'first of May, indemni­ 
fies the Government for past acts; prohi­ 
bits the naturalizition of Chinamen; al­ 
lows vessels to bring one Chinaman to 
every 300 tons (instead of one to every 
100 tons as heretofore;; raises the poll 
tax from £10 to £100 and enacts 
a penalty for an evasion of the law of 
from £10 to £50. Chinamen will be per­ 
mitted to trade in a defined area, but the 
number in each district most not exceed 
five. The bill also imposes restrictions 
to residence and trading. Traveling 
Chinese with passports will not be al­ 
lowed to engage tn mining operations 
except by permission from the Govern­ 
ment. The bill does not affect Chinese 
who are British subjects. 
All Chinese must report themselves 
and take out an annual license, which 
shall cost eleven shillings. The Governor 
in Council is empowered to make regula­ 
tions relative thereto. All Chinese will 
be preserved in their civil lights. The 
police have received strict orders to pre­ 
vent any molestation of Chinese.

P e te r s b u r o , Va., May 17.—Delegates 
to the Republican State Convention be 
gan to gather in the Academy of Mnsic 
just before noon and promptly at tbat 
hour the building was about two-tbirds 
full. Mahone came on the stage. His 
appearance was the signal for a burst of 
‘ use.

A notable fea- 
ure of the Convention was the great in­ 
crease in the number of white delegates.

The flood covers an 
aroa fifty miles long and five miles wide 
—over 100,000 acres—on which crops will 
be injured or destroyed. 
STILL WORSE. 
Q u in c y , III., May 1.7—The npjier 8ay 
lovee gave wav near East Hannibal this 
morning, and the destruction of the 
levee district in this section of the Mis­ 
sissippi valley is now complete. Many 
thousand acres of the most pro­ 
ductive 
farming 
lands are cov­ 
ered with from six to fifteen feet of water, 
and the loss from the great flood cannot 
be estimated. The river has risen six 
nche8 since morning, and reports from 
above state that the water is still rising. 
To-night a largely attended meeting was 
held to devise means for the relief of 
destitute families along the low lands. 
LATER ADVICES. 
St . L o u is, Mo., May 17.—Advices 
from the Mississippi River towns above 
here say tbat at 4:15 o'clock this morn­ 
ing a break occurred in Say levee at u 
point about two miles below the Han­ 
nibal bridge, and this was followed at 
6 :45 o’clock by a larger and more serious 
one above the bridge. The wildest ex­ 
citement prevailed in Hannibal and 
among the few farmers, who stnbbornly 
refused to leave the bottoms. 
Two 
hundred men who had been engaged all 
night at work stopping seeps and placing 
bags of sand on the top of the levee to 
keep the river back attempted to clcse 
breach, but without success. The more 
sensible farmers had removed all their 
stock to the bluff?, six miles distant, but 
some remained until the moment of the 
calamity, and consequently sustained se­ 
rious losses 
Horses, cows and hogs 
could be seen swimming in the flood un­ 
til they came in contact with some ob­ 
stacle upon which their bodies would be 
lodged. The smaller houses in the bot­ 
tom were wrecked, but no loss of life is 
yet reported. The territory now cov­ 
ered with water is forty-five rniles long and 
six miles wide, with 50,000 acres under 
cultivation. The depth of water is from 
one to twenty feet. Consequently upon 
the breaking of the levee. Tenants 
state that if the ground gets in favorable 
condition by the middle of June they 
can raise late corn. Their loss is incal­ 
culable. The damage to railroad prop­ 
erty will be great. From Keokuk word 
comes that it was thought the worst was 
over, but very heavy rains set in there 
this morning, and as the Des Moines 
river is rising rapidly, there is no telling 
what the result will be. The overflow is 
constantly increasing, covering more 
land every day, and the water is getting 
deeper. A vast quantity of water is 
creeping over the levees a mile north of 
Alexandria, which flows with a swift cur­ 
rent that sweeps through the town and 
threatens to carry away a number of 
houses whose foundations have been 
weakened. There are many abandoned 
homes. 
THE WORST NOT REACHED. 
Q u in c y, May 17.—This evening a mass 
meeting was held to devise means for the 
immediate relief of the snffererB from 
he flood for ihe past two or three days. 
These he^less people have been coming 
to th e cit^ in boats, a single row-boat 
often containing an entire family, with 
such household effects as could be quick­ 
ly gathered together. For ten days it 
has rained steadily, to add to the suffer­ 
ing from the flood. At the meeting to­ 
night money was freely subscribed to 
»rovide provisions and clothiug to be 
lelivered in the morning. North and 
south of Quincy, relief committees 
will make careful investigations through­ 
out the flooded districts and relieve the 
wants of the j*eople. 
Committees are 
also appointed to solicit aid from the cit­ 
izens generally, and boats will be loaded 
to be sent to the flooded country. 
The 
water is still steadily rising to-night and 
the worst of the flood lias not yet been 
reached.

The Last Session of 
State Convention. 
the 


OHIKF-JUSTICE NILES 8 EARLES 


Nominated After two Ballots—Dele­ 
gates 
at Large-F o r 
Congress. 


The last day of the meeting of the 
State Democratic Convention opened 
auspiciously yesterday morning. The 
various delegates had made up their 
minds to finish the business before them 
and as will be seen they succeeded 
although at an hour later than was ex 
pected when the Convention opened. 
There were many who desired to leave 
for their homes on last evening’s train, 
and these were especially urgent that no 
part of the business be delayed longer 
than necessary to transact it in 
a satisfactory manner. To this end they 
canvassed among themselves and the 
delegates who reside noaror tho scene 
of action, and were in no hurry to leave. 
That they succeeded iu inducing every 
one to feel the importance of closing the 
business qefore tiie end of the day was 
apparent before the day had fairly start­ 
ed. There had been several meetings 
appointed for the morning hours, and in 
every case these were promptly attended. 
There was no absentee when tho roll was 
called and the business before these 
meetings was concluded satisfactorily 
before the honr of the convening of the 
entire body of delegates was at hand. It 
wan due *o this feeling that the hotels 
yesterday morning at an early hour pre­ 
sented a scene of greater activity than on 
either of the two previous mornings of 
the days on which the Convention had 
been in session. 
As early as 7 
o’clock some of the delegates were 
out and were busily engaged in 
waking up their comrades. By 8 o'clock 
nearly all of the delegatee were partaking 
of their breakfasts, and at 0 o’clock the 
District meetings were ready to transact 
the business before them. At this hour 
the doors of the Pavilion were opened 
and the Surgeanta-at-Arms and their as­ 
sistants began the work of transferiug 
the building from its theatrical aspect of 
the night before, to the hall wherein oue 
of the most important State Conventions 
ever held was in 
process. There 
were chairs to arrange, flowers to put in 
place, banners to lower from the drop 
above tho stago and various other de­ 
tails to be changed, and this work occu­ 
pied the sergeants and assistants until 
the advance of the audience arrived. The 
first to enter the vast hall were Ihe mem­ 
bers of the Third Congressional District 
who had elected to finish their busi­ 
ness before the convention people met. 
This was called to order at 9:20 o’clock 
by E. E. Leake, of Solano. It was de­ 
cided to transact the business in the fol­ 
lowing order: Election of two district 
delegates, two electors, two alternate 
delegates, two alternate electors and one 
member of tiie State Central Committee. 
Mr. Cox, of Sacramento, placed E. tí. 
Blessing in nomination for District Dele­ 
gate; Mr. Fitzgerald, of Oakland, nomi­ 
nated J. J. Wiiite, of Alameda, and on 
motion both were elected by acclamation. 
Frank Mofliit, of Alameda, nominated 
Jndge Pringle, of Oakland, for Presi­ 
dential Elector, but upon Charles A. 
Jenk’ns, of Sacramento, being placed in 
nomination Judge Pringle’s name was 
withdrawn and Charles A. Jenkins nomi­ 
nated by acclamation. 
Frank Moflitt nominated Ed. McGetti- 
gan, of Solano county, for Alternate Dia- 
• trict Delegate. L. B. Adams, of Yolo, 
wras also placed in nomination, and both 
gentlemen were elected by acclamation. 
C. Wolf-kill, of Solano county, was 
unanimously elected member of the 
State Central Committee at large from 
the district, an 1 P. E. Dalton was named 
from the bixteenth Senatorial District. 
H. H. Worley from the Seventeenth, and 
M. J. Kerwiu from the Eighteenth. 
The meeting then adjourned to meet at 
the call of the chair in Sacramento. 
FIFTH DISTRICT. 
The Fifth Congressional District Con­ 
vention metal 9 o’clock in the Assembly- 
room at tho Hollenbeck Hotel, and was 
called to order by Captain John Foley, 
of San Francisco, becretary A. B. Ellis 
then road the roll and all delegates were 
reported present or represented. 
The 
nomination cf delegates lo the National 
Convention was next declared in order, 
and Mr. Farmer, of Santa Clara, nomi­ 
nated 
C. tí. Kylaod, of 
Santa 
Clara. 
Mr. Long, of San Francisco, 
seconded the nomination and moved 
that the nomination be made by accla­ 
mation and a rising vote. Carried, and 
C. G. Ryland was declared the nominoe. 
Dr. Potts, of San Jose, was chosen as 
alternate for Mr. Rvland. 
Captain Foley, of San Francisco, then 
left the chair and nominated Maurice 
Schmidt, of San Francisco, for the o', her 
nomination as delegate, and said it was 
the unanimous wish of the San Francisco 
delegation that he should be as unani­ 
mously 
elected 
as 
Mr. 
Ryland. 
Mr. Schmidt was called on ior a speech. 
He responded and Baid: "I have once 
before received this honor, and no young 
man can feel the gratification that is now 
in my bosom on being once more selected 
for this great honor. It is true I have 
devoted a large amouut of my time to 
forwardiDg the interests of the Demo­ 
cratic party, but what Democrat is there 
among you, gentlemen, who would not 
do the same? Not one I know, and 
therefore for what I have done I claim 
no reward, but am just as willing to do 
in the future as I have in the past, 
whether I am rewarded or not. I thank 
you once more, gentlemen, for the honor 
you have conferred, ana am yours to 
command when th8 interests of the party 
are at stake.” 
T. P. Stone was then nominated and 
elected as Maurice Schmidt’s alternate. 
Mr. Dunne of San Francisco next placed 
in nomination for elector the name of 
Mr. Nick Bowden of Santa Clara, who 
was immediately seconded by Maurice 
Schmidt, and the selection made by 
rising vote. 
Joseph Napthaly of San Francisco was 
then nominated for the position of alter­ 
nate to Nick Bowden, and the same 
course was followed in his selection as 
in the nominees, and he was nominated 
by acclamation. 
Mr. Graves of Saota Clara, than nom­ 
inated for tho position of member of the 
State Central Committee for the district, 
Mr. S. M. Rucker of Santa Clara, who 
was unanimously elected. 
The members of the State Central Com­ 
mittee .for the different Senatorial Dis­ 
tricts were selected as follows: Russell 
J . Wilson, Sou Francisco; James O’Brien, 
of Yuba, twenty-fifth district; H. J. 
Croner,twenty-sixth district; J.C. Nealon, 
twenty-seventh district; John Collins, 
twenty-eighth district. 
The chairman announced that the next 
proceeding on the programme was the 
nomination of a candidate for Congress, 
but before this was done, asking permis­ 


sion of 
the 
Convention—Maurice 
Schmidt, of 8an Francisco, offered the 
following series of resolutions: 
W h e r e a s, Uou, F, J; Sullivan, the 
Democratic candidate for Congress in the 
Fifth Congressional District of tiie State 
of California, was fairly elected to Con­ 
gress, as is shown by the evidence taken 
in the contested election cabo of Sullivan 
vs. Felton, and 
W h e r e a s, Business and personal rea­ 
sons alone preclude tho possibility of 
his acceptance of the nomination which 
would have been unanimously tendered 
him in tho event of his candidacy; there­ 
fore, be it 
Resolved, That it is with deep regret 
that we receive his declination to l»e our 
standard-bearer That tho loug delay 
and inaction of Congress iu his case is a 
denial of justice; that a speedy decision 
is due him, and the Demicratic masses 
of his district, in tho intorc9ts of a free 
ballot and a free count, and we respect­ 
fully but earnestly request that our rep 
resentatives in Cotigres* urge tho neces­ 
sity of a proper and early decision in 
this case. 
Reaolved, That a copy of his resolution 
be sent by the Chairman of this Conven­ 
tion to the Speaker Of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives. 
Tiie resolutions were adopted. 
Mr. Ryland, of bantu Clara, then 
placed in nomination as a candidate for 
Congress from the Fifth District, the 
name of General Thomas J. Cluoie.

He offered to hand the pap< r he 
held in his hands to the Secretan*, but 
cries of “ platform” were heard, and 
Chairman Del Valle iuvited Mr. White to 
step forward. 
The Hon. 8. M. White then stepi«ed 
upon the stage and read the following :

During the readiug of the platform the 
applause was incessant. Ever}' time the 
nameut Grover Cleveland was mentioned 
the members applauded, and at all the 
telling points the cheers lhat raug out 
were simply deafening. 
Mr. H.C. McPikeot Alameda,obtained 
the floor and said: “ With reference to 
that part of the platform which refers to 
the free coinage of Bilver and gold, I 
think that the Committee must have 
been laboring under some misapprehen­ 
sion. Gold is free, and therefore the 
clause relating to it ia unnecessary, and 
I move that the word 'gold' be stricken 
out from that plank of the platform.” 
Mr. b. M. White, of Los Angeles: 
•That plank is copied word for word 
from the platform adopted at San Fran­ 
cisco during the last fctate Convention.” 
Several voices were heard in support 
of Mr. Mi Pike’s proposition, who rose 
and paid that lhere must have been a 
misapprehension existing whenever such 
plunk was inserted in any platform. 
Governor Daggett, holding a proxy for 
Mr. I. S. Mathews, of Siskiyou, asked 
that the ¡«lank in question be read again, 
and this was done by Secretary Kelly, 
after which Governor Daggett, addressed 
the meeting as follows: •‘Gentlemen, 
as there appears to be some misappre­ 
hension as regards the meauing of that 
dank. I will explain what free coinage 
We want to give to the producer of 
silver the same rights that are extended 
to the producer of gold, viz., that he be 
permitted to present his bullion at the 
mint and have it refined and coined by 
paying the necessary charges. As it is 
now, those who hold any silver have to 
bring it under the influences of a market 
and sell it here and there for the best 
pi ice that can he obtamed. The Gov­ 
ernment is compelled to coin a certain 
amount of silver money—it goes to the 
market and purchases it; and to-day the 
Government is ahead of the producers 
five or six millions of. dollars. It is only 
justice that the same rights should be 
extended to the traders of silver as to 
those of gold, and it is a most important 
question for the country, and especially 
this State. 1, therefore, as a producer 
of both gold and silver, am of opinion 
that the plauk referred to is a good one, 
and should remain.” 
Mr. McPike: “I think that my posi­ 
tion in regard to the silver question is 
well-known, fcr in my canvass of the 
Third Congressional a few years ago I 
expressed myself as in favor of free coin 
age, and as I stood then, so I stand now 
Four years ago, when the Convention 
was held at San Francisco, a gentleman 
remarked: ‘Once a citizen, always 
citizen.’ And Mr. Niles Searlos colled 
attention to the fact that such an idea 
was long exploded. All that I want to 
do is this: I do not wish to stultify the 
Democratic party in any way, for I am 
proud of it, hut I do not wish it to go 
forth to the country that this Convention 
was so ignorant of the law that it re­ 
quested gold to be coined free when it 
always has been so.” 
Mr. T. Findley, of El Dorado: “ Gold 
never lias been coined free ” 
Mr. McPike, continuing: “I am not 
against the platform ; all that 1 want ia 
to have some bail specks removed from 
it.”Governor Daggett: “The privilege we 
mean by saying that gold is coined free, 
is not intended to convey the idea that 
no refining charges etc., have t.> be paid. 
1 have pnt in three million dollars, and 
I ought to know something about it. 
Mr. J. Rothschild, of San Francisco: 
“The Committee on Resolutions has 
made an unanimous report, and I think 


that ought to be supported by us. As 
regards this silver business, all that wo 
want to do is to include silver in the 
privileged portion now occupied by 
gold.” 
Governor Daggett: “I have no desire 
to occupy too much of your time but I 
should like to givo a history of this coin­ 
age plank. When the Republican Con­ 
vention was held hero, the identical 
plank that we are now talking about was 
included in their platform. Mr. McKenna, 
a candidate for Congress, asked that it 
be withdrawn as it was opposed to- the 
principles he had enunciated. The ac­ 
tion taken by the people of the country 
shows that they will not stand by any 
party that is not intereflted in this mat­ 
ter in favor of the producers.” 
Cries of “question,” and Chairman Del 
Valle announced that the question was 
on the adoption of the amendment to 
strike out of the platform the word “gold” 
in that clause which related to gold and 
silver .mirage. 
Mr. ri. M. White: “Tiie plank was in­ 
serted, I think, properly. We did not 
want to mention silver and take no notice 
of gold. We wiBh them both to boon the 
same footing, and the arguments iu fa­ 
vor of one Btnnd for the other.” 
Mr. Russell Heath, of Santa Barbara: 
“The coinage of gold is the rich rnau’s 
money; we want to put the poor man 
on the same level.” 
Mr. McPike’s amendment was then 
put to the Convention and lost hy a 
general convention of “noes.” 
Mr. D. A. Ostrom, of Yuba: “ I move 
that the plank iu the platform relating to 
tiie late Governor Bartlett be adopted by 
a standing vote.” 
The question was put to the meeting, 
whereupon all the members arose, and it 
was declared unanimously adopted. 
The question of adopting the report of 
the committee in full was the next given 
to the Convention, and was carried by a 
unanimous vote. 
ELECTORS AND ALTERNATES. 
“ The next business on hand,” said 
Chairman Del Valle, “ is the election of 
two credential electors and two alter- 
nates-at-lar*e, and nominatijns are now 
in order.” 
Mr. E. E. Leake of Solano: “This 
Democratic party is to be congratulated 
on the great harmony that has so far pre­ 
vailed at this convention and 1 think 
that this is a harbinger of the manner in 
which we will all work together in the 
great coming struggle which will be 
watched 
with 
profound 
interest 
by 
the 
60,000,000 of people of 
the 
United States. There are but 
few issues involved as far as the 
work of the Democracy is concerned—Mr. 
Cleveland is himself a platform, broad 
and strong and comprehensive enough to 
entitle him to the support of the entire 
votes of the Democratic party. This 
f 
>arty is pledged to an economical admin- 
stration and Mr. Cleveland is ably car­ 
rying out that policy, it is well that on 
the eve of the great battle that is before 
Us that we send to the fight men on 
whom the reliance can be placed.

Mitchell.

Mr. John Boggs, of Colusa, presented 
the name of Major and Senator Jones, of 
Butte, for alternate elector for Mr. Mur­ 
phy, and Mr. G. W. Burton, of Los An­ 
geles, moved to make the nomination 
ununimons and by acclamation 
Senator White stated that inasmuch as 
Senator Jones was a hold-over Senator 
lie v. as not qualified to serve as an elect­ 
or. 
8o the gentleman’s name wa& ac­ 
cordingly withdrawn.

Mr. C. II. Goldberg, of Shasta, stated 
that as the youngest in the Convention, 
he took great pleasure in presenting for 
tiie position of alternate elector to Mr. 
Murphy, a yonng man who has been 
aptly named the “Sycamore of the 
North.” He had already done much 
service for the party, and no man could 
add greater strength to the electoral 
ticket than the person he would now 
mention. He would nominate Mr. T. W. 
H. Shanahan, of Shasta. 
Mr. Shanahan said he had not been 
consulted in the malter, and as he ex­ 
pected to ruu on the Legislative ticket 
this fall, de did not want the alternate. 
Mr. Pauleell, of Stockton, presented 
the name of Hugh J. Corcoran. The 
nomination was seconded and he was 
elected hy acclamation 
The Chairman then announced that 
the next in order was the reports of the 
Congressional districts but it was pointed 
out by Mr. M. T. Dooling, of San Benito, 
that the selection of your Delegates-at- 
Large came next, and this correction 
was acknowledged by the Chair. 
A number of voices demanded a recess 
and Mr. Findley of El Dorado then an­ 
nounced that the Second District would 
meet during the noon recess, and Mr. 
Jacobs of Talare called on the Sixth 
District to assemble also. 
The question of taking the recess was 
then put to the meeting, but the Chair 
man could not decide the result by the 
acclamations, so he ordered a standing 
and sitting vote, with the result that 
the motion for recere was declared carried 
and the Convention declared adjourn­ 
ment until half past one.

[ c o n t in u e d p r o * t u i r d p a c jk .J 
name of Mayor flnneaker, of San Diego. 
The nomination was seconded by Judge 
R. A. Ling, of Lob Angeles, who did so 
in a very few words. 
Byron W aters, of San Bernardino, en­ 
dorsed the nomination of Mr. Graves, 
and said it would be the proudest day’s 
work he had ever done if he could assist 
in the election of his old friend. 
On motion of Senator G. G. Goucher, 
nominations wore now closed and an as­ 
sistant secretary was appointed by the 
Chair to take the vote. 
The ballot resulted ur follows: Knupp 
73 votes, Graves 86, Hunsacker 49. 
Messrs Graves and Knupp were declared 
dalv elected. 
Nominations for alternates to the Na­ 
tional Convention was next declared in 
order, and on motion of I. W. Heilman, 
of Los Angeles, B. Cohn, of Los An­ 
geles, and E. Grady, of Fresno, were 
chosen by acclamation. 
The selection of electors was next de­ 
clared in order. 
Senator W hite, in a short aud spicy 
speech, placed the name of Byron 
Waters, of San Bernardino, as distdct 
elector, aud on motion it was made 
unanimous. 
Mr. Thomas, of Santa Barbara, nomi­ 
nated U. A. Stock, of Santa Barbara, 
alternate to W. S. Waters, who, however, 
begged to withdraw his name in favor of 
Mr. Uayne, of Santa Barbara. The lat 
ter was then declared the unanimous 
nominee of the Convention. 
For members of the State Central Com­ 
mittee from the Sixth District John T. 
Gaffey, of Los Angeles, and Isaac Nor­ 
ton Jr., of San Bernardino, were named. 
Mr. Not ton declined in favor of Mr. 
Gaffey, aud the selection was declared 
unanimous. 
The Convention then adjourned. 


A fte rn o o n K e n to n . 
It was near a quarter of two ere the af­ 
ternoon’s work began, and after order 
had been called another photograph of 
the members of the Convention was 
taken. 
Chairman Del Valle then announced 
that the election of four delcgatea-at- 
large was in order, and Mr. G. Goucher 
obtaining the floor, addressed the meet­ 
ing at follows: 
”1 desire to place in nomination _ 
I>emocrat who has been identified wilh 
the party in this State for many years 
and who stands pre-eminently the peer 
of any Democrat in California. I refer, 
gentlemen, to that chivalric knight of the 
grand principles of Democracy, that ex­ 
ponent of the tenets of our faith and the 
perfect embodiment of all th it is Demo­ 
cratic—the Hon. M. F. Tarpey.” 
General Cluni, of Alameda: “ Four 
years ago I came here at the requests of 
the Hon. W. I). English to woik for the 
Democratic party with our honorable 
Chairman, senator R. F. Del Vallo. 
Theu it was a small city of 15,000 or 20,­ 
000 inhabitants, but after four yearft of 
Democratic rule and work on the part of 
the Democrats of Los Angeles I find it to­ 
day a bustling, thriving, enterprising 
city of some 80,000 inhabitants. I do 
not say that the Ilemocratic administra 
directly did all this bat I 
do say 
that the election and rale of Grover 
Cleveland restored the confidence which 
has induced this prosperity. To obtaiu 
this Convention for Los Angeles, San 
Francisco did all in her power, for she 
wished to show that no rivalry existed 
between the north and south of this State, 
and that she was not jealous of the phe­ 
nomenal prosperity of this section of th* 
country. A feeling of sadness comes over 
me when I thiuk that but two years ago 
I supported Hon. Washington Bartlett 
for Governor, and now he has been 
gathered to his fathers. I am sad when I 
think that Hon. Thomas A. Hendricks 
is also gone hence. But his election four 
years ago was a vindication of the char­ 
acter of that great statesman Samuel J. 
Tilden. The mantle of Tilden had fallen 
upon the shoulders of Cleveland. How 
well he wears it, I leave it to you to 
jndge. The twenty-five years of mis­ 
rule had been righted, and every 
promise kept. W ith Cleveland at the 
helm we are certain of success this fall. 
San Francisco has asked me to present 
to this Convention the name of W. D. 
English. 
[Loud applause.] While he 
does not reside in San Francisco, we are 
proud of him. [Cheers.] No more patri 
otic rnau, no more honest man, breathes 
the breath of life. 
For twenty-five 
years he has been a worker in the ranks, 
and never received an ofiice. You can 
now honor him with a unanimous vote 
When discordant elements attempted to 
disrupt the party in San Francis o he 
came to the rescud* and saved it from 
partial ruin. If you give us Mr. English 
you will honor the party, and you will 
enable us to obtaiu a great and glorious 
vote. [Loud and prolonged cheering ] 
Mr. H. C. 
McPike, of Alameda: 
“ Gentlemen of the Convention: Thirty- 
eight years ago Ca'ifornia entered the 
Union as a State, and entered as a 
Democratic State. 
From that day to 
this she has been peopled by the cream 
of the Democratic population of the 
Eastern States, who came here for the 
purpose* of carrying back some of her 
glittering gold, but remained here to 
help her retain her place as the most 
brilliant of the whole bright galaxv of 
stars now in the Union. I am now about 
to present to you the name of a gentle­ 
man who is a Native Son of the 
Golden W est, and who, while a so:, 
of San Francisco, and a man of whom 
the whole State is proud, has now 
taken up his residence among the orange 
groves of Los Angeles and the fruitful 
vineyards of this county. His name is 
not only known from Siskiyon to San 
Diego, from the Sierras to the sea, but is 
known to the whole United States as one of 
the brightest speakers and most brilliant 
statesmen of this broad State of Califor­ 
nia. He lias represented us all in the 
halls of the State’s Legislature and you 
all can bear tastimony to the Bplendid 
w«rk he did there for the State at large. 
At to his services in this county his 
own associates here can best inform 
you of what he has done. As District 
Attorney he did his duty to such an 
extent that many of the darkest crim­ 
inals in San Quentin at the present 
time owe their inability to further 
prey on the community to bis efforts as 
a prosecuting attorney, while he held 
that position in Los Augeles county. His 
efforts in behalf of his own home will 
ever live as a monument to his earnest 
work on behalf of his own people, for it 
was his arguments before the Los Ange­ 
les Board of County Supervisors which 
caused this beautiful anu growing city to 
rise above the condition of a country vil­ 
lage and launched her forth on the broad 
sea of prosperity. I refer, gentlemen, 
to the Hon. Stephen M. W hite, and 
kuow that you cannot refrain from giving 
him the heaviest vote ever pi ven a Dem­ 
ocrat ata State Convention m California. 
[Continued applause.] 
Mr. D. Spencer, of Napa: “There is 
an old saying that ‘Brevity is ihe soul of 
wit,’ and another one that ‘Shortspeeches 
mako long friends,’ and as I want to 
make all the fáends I can. I Am going 
to say but a very few words. I desire to 
place in nomination the Hon. Clay Web­ 
ster Taylor, of Mount Shasta. He needs 


no enconiums from m e; bis name and 
his family are known as staunch Demo­ 
crats, and he is a man who will report 
faithfully the sentiments of that party, 
and vote for the administration of Grover 
Cleveland.” [Applause.) 
Mr. W. H. Webb, of Monterey : “ I am 
like the gentleman who has just spoken— 
in favor of short sireeches. The gentle­ 
man whom I wish to place in nomina­ 
tion is one of our oldest and best-tried 
citizens. H e cainc to this State in 1848 
and has remained here from that day to 
the present time, most of his time hav­ 
ing been spent within the limits of Mon­ 
terey. During that time, when the toc^ 
sin of war was sounded, all know that 
have never flinched or tailed to meet the 
enemy (applause), and the man whose 
name I will present before you has al­ 
ways led me in those struggles. He is a 
man who through the long course of his 
life has served the Democratic party 
truly and well, and as a reward for his 
fidelity I thiuk that we ought to nomi- 
uate him.

He is a man of 
liheral ideas, of ability and intellect, and 
who in council has done much to extend 
the interests of the party to which he be­ 
longs. He íb a man of broad guage 
principles, patriotism and intelligence, 
and will do much to help the institutions 
of this great Democratic administration.” 
[Applause.] 
Mr. E. B. Stonobill, of San Francisco, 
said that it gave him groat pleasure to 
second the nomination of the Hon. W. 
D. English. The speaker paid many 
compliments to that gentleman, aud con­ 
cluded by hoping that he would be nom­ 
inated by acclamation. 
8enator Jones, of B utte: “ We, Demo­ 
crats of the Northern part of California 
should not hesitate a moment in giving 
our voie to the one who has been our 
friend from first to last. 
I say, gentle­ 
men, that we owe it to ourselves, as well 
as to the many people we represeut, to 
make no mistake in this mat:er. We arc 
now then glad to have the opportunity of 
showing our friends of the southern part 
of the State how we feel toward them . 
and i: is with the greatest of plasure that 
I rise to second the nomination of 
Stephen M. W hite, the wheel-horse of 
the Democracy of the South, and a man 
than whom there is not one better quali­ 
fied to represent the State as a whole.” 
Mr. Bowden, of Santa Clara, seconded 
the nomination of Mr. M. F. Tarpey. He 
said that that gentleman was a man of 
both muscle and brains and well worthy 
to represent the Democratic party. 
Mr. E. S. Lippit, of Sonoma, seconded 
the nomination of Mr. Jesse D. Carr in 
an able and eloquent manner. He said 
that the gentleman carried both influence 
and money in his wake. 
Mr. Dunne, of San Francisco, moved 
that the nominations be closed, and the 
proposition was carried unanimously. 
Governor Daggett rose to address the 
meeting, and after a little altercation as 
to his right to do so now that the nomina­ 
tions were dosed, said that he wished to 
endorse the nomination of the Hon. C.

Thes9 reports were adopted eeriatim, 
and endorsed by the Convention. 
ENDORSING THE. PLATFORM. 
The next wo. k to be done was the en­ 
dorsement of the platform by the Elec­ 
tors delegates to the National Convention 
and alternates and nominees to Congress. 
Mr. G. G. Goucher, of Fresno, moved 
Electors and their alternates be called to 
the platform, and this was seconded by 
Captain Barrett, of Los Angeles, anti 
acted upon. The gentlemen named were 
received with applause, and Chairman 
Del Valle, in a few complementary 
words, introduced the Hon. C. P. Berry, 
of Sutter. 
Mr. Berry said, that it was the proudest 
day of his life, and he was immensely 
gratified by the vote that had been cast 
in his favor. He endorsed the platform 
and said that it covered nil his views. 
“The other Elector, the Hon. B. D 
Murphy, is not present,” said the Chair­ 
man, “ but Mr. Bowdeu will perform the 
duties for him .” 
Mr. Bowdin said that he was certain 
that Mr. Murphy would heartily endorse 
the platform aiu! cast a vote for Cleve­ 
land when he went to St. Louis. 
Mr. Fred! Berringer, District Elector 
from the First District, made his en­ 
dorsement, and was followed by the Hon. 
A. Camine’ti, from the Second District, 
who spoke, in a similar strain. 
Mr. C. A. Jenkins from the Third Dis­ 
trict followed suit, as did also Mr. P. J. 
Murphy of the Fourth District, Mr. N. 
Bowden of the Fifth and the Hon. 
Byron W aters of the Sixth. 
Mr. Goucher then moved that the 
delegates to the National Convention be 
called to the platform, and great applause 
greeted those indicated a* they appeared 
near the Chairman’s table. 
The Hon. W. D. English was intrd- 
duced in a few complimentary words by 
Ohairman Del Valle, and said: “ I en­ 
dorse the platform in every syllable it 
contains, and when 1 represent this Con­ 
vention at Chicago—” 
A voice—St. Louis. 
Mr. English—“ Yes, 1 mean St. Louis 
— I will there do my best to carry out the 
wishes of the party.” 
When the Chairman introduced Mr. 
M. F. Tarpey, the applause lasted for 
several moments, ana tbe gentleman 
thus greeted stated that it was indeed a 
proud moment for him. He said that 
when his nomination was made he was 
quite overwhelmed by the many compli­ 
mentary things said about him and was 
reminded of tbe legend, “ Man, know 
thyself.” Had it been a picture present­ 
ed to him without any superscription he 
would not have recognized who it was. 
[Laughter.] The speaker fully endorsed 
the platform in its every detail. 
“ This is Steve W hite,” said Chairman 
Del Valle, as he led the Southern states­ 
man to the front, and the applause rang 
out vigorously from all parts of the 
building. 
Mr. White said: “This morning I 
read to you a platform—that platform, 
gentle|#n, is mv speech.” 
The Hon. C. W. Taylor was the next 
introduced and after a few pleasant re­ 
marks about the gracious reception that 
had been acco ded the delegation in Los 
Angeles, said that he heartily endorsed 
the platform. 
Messrs. Robert Cossor, Goo. H. Cas­ 
sell, J. J. White, and Messrs. Jacobs 
ana Grady for V. D. Knupp also announc­ 
ed themselves in favor of the platform in 
well worded speeches. 
The nominees for Congress were next 
called on to the platform aud when the 
applause had suicided the Chairman in­ 
troduced Hon. Robert Ferral, nominee 
for the Fourth District. That gentleman 
saiif: “ I will have to ask the indulgence 
of this Convention as regards my voice, 


for I got a Fasadena cocktail in my throat 
the other morning and it has stuck there 
ever since.” [Laughter ] 
The speaker 
said that ho would certainly endorse the 
platform—he had got bald-headed en­ 
dorsing Democratic platforms and was 
not going to stop now. 
He said that he 
was not seeking ofiice—ho had not been 
to Europe—but, nevertheless, he was 
never very far away when there was any 
going around. 
He then referred to the 
hospitality extended by Los Angeles, 
and saiJ: “ I m ust apologize 
for 
my 
speech 
being 
so 
disjointed, 
but tbe truth is I lent it to a friend, and 
he has not returned it. [Laughter.] I 
ain annoyed by this accident, but cannot 
help it; I have helped out many speech 
makers in this way, but this time when 
my own case is concerned I am left—it 
is not often, though, that a San Francisco 
uian gets left.” [Laughter.] The speaker 
concluded with a resumí'* of the political 
situation. 
General.Clnnie was introduced by the 
chairman as one of the warriors of the 
party, but only said, “ I heartily endorse 
the platform and Grover Cleveland—I 
will keep my speeches for the Fifth Con 
groHsional District.” 
Mr. R. B. Terry of Fresno was next 
and made a very able and scholarly ad 
dress, fully endorsing the p inciples ad­ 
vocated in the platform. 
henator Jones of Butte appeared for 
Mr. Marion Biggs, and in his nau»e en 
dorsed he platform, a proceeding which 
Mr. Lippett of Sonoma did for Mr. T. L. 
Thompson of the First District. 
THE CHIEF JUSTICE. 
Chairman Del Valle then announced 
that nominations for a Chief Justice of 
Supreme Court were in order, and it was 
to lie seen that the tug of-war had ar­ 
rived. No one appeared to be anxious 
to speak and it was evident that the op­ 
posing parties were waiting for each other. 
This suspense lasted for thiee or four 
mifltites, during which time Mr. Lacey 
moved that as every one knew who 
would be put up, a ballot be at once 
taken. So long did this disinclination to 
speak remain that the ChairmAn 
threatened to pass the nomination by 
and Mr. l’aulsell broke the ice by 
moving that 
an 
adjournment be 
taken until 8 o'clock. This was respond­ 
ed to by cries of “ No I No!” “ Impossible 
—the hall is wanted” ; and in the midst 
of the turmoil Mr. Dennis Spencer was 
seen to rise from his seat with an inten­ 
tion of addressing the Convention. 
•‘Platform, platform,” Bhouted the mem­ 
bers, and Mr. Spencer mounted the step.i 
leading to the stage, and, aivancing to 
the front of the C h ar m an’s table, spoke 
as follows: “ Gentlemen of the Conven­ 
tion—1 have had during my career many 
pleasant duties to perform, but I cannot 
recall anything that affords me tbe grati­ 
fication 
which I 
now 
have 
in 
nominating for Chief 
Justice that 
most distinguished gentleman, the Hon. 
Niles Searles. (Tremendous applause.) 
His is a name not unknown to the Dem­ 
ocracy. His name is a household word 
in the hearts throughout the State, and 
everywhere he is honored as a man 
among men and one of natures noblemen. 
He came here in the early days of ’49, 
and in the various official capacities in 
which he has served both in this State 
and Nevada has proven himself to be a 
eer among his fellow-men. When the 
tate selected three men to serve on tbe 
Commission of the Supreme Court one of 
them was Niles Searles, and sll knew 
that he would do his duty. When that 
great and good man, the late Governor 
Bartlett, was called on to nominate 
some one in the place of the deeply 1am- 
ated Chief Justice Morrison, he said: 
I will appoint a man who will illumin­ 
ate the urchives of our 8tate’s history’ 
and that man was the Hon.Niles Searlep. 
I was with Mr. Searles when he went to 
the Democratic Convention at Chicago 
in 1884, and during that trip I was struck 
moat particularly by the personal mag­ 
netism of my companion. He attracted 
the attention ot everyone wherever lie 
went and in the Convention he tarried 
out the behests of the Democratic party 
in a manner that none could cavil 
at. W hen during that Convention the 
name of Mr. Allen Thurman was pro­ 
posed for President, Mr. Searles, point- 
ug to our present Chieftain, said to m e: 
Grover Cleveland is in my opinion the 
most capable man in the United States ’ 
Gentlemen, some may think that the ad 
vancei age of Mr. Searles may deter him 
in liis work, bnt all members of the bar 
know that he d spatches his duties with 
a celerity that few can equal. I think 
that in view* of the fact that there are 
only two more years to be served 
we should 
be honoring both the 
State, the man, his family and his 
relations by re-nominating him to con­ 
tinue to serve during the two years that 
are unexpired. He would be a moi-t 
popular and excellent nominee, and 
when the sun goes down on the day that 
Democracy gains another victory iu re­ 
electing her President, then do I think 
that there would be no man on this coast 
whose influence bad helped more to 
bring about that result than the Hon 
Niles Searles.” [Continued applause.] 
Air. E. N. Peuprey, appearing as proxy 
for Mr. J. K. Murphy, of Del Norte, next 
took the platform and said: “ On this oc­ 
casion it has I think been overruled 
that the selection we make for the office 
of Chief-Justice should not be made on 
account of what the nominee has done 
for his party, but because of his integrity, 
ability and capacity. N otone word do I 
wish to take from what has been said for 
Mr. Searles—I love bis record, and I am 
proud of his abilities and his great capa­ 
city. He is both a scholar and a gentle­ 
man—but we have others in the State 
entitled to consideration, and we should 
look for a man who can throw vigor into 
his 
work, 
and 
whose 
opinions 
ara 
based 
upon truth 
and 
al­ 
legiance to 
Lne prirciples of the 
law. Gentlemen, the Hon. Dennis Spen­ 
cer, who has just spoken, was the man 
who seconded the nomination of Jere­ 
miah F. Sullivan at the previous Conven­ 
tion. Mr. Sullivan has for ten years been 
on the Superior bench ol the city and 
county of San Francisco, and daring lhat 
time none of his rulings have been re 
versed. 
He has handled important 
points of adjudication, and the Supreme 
Court, with Mr. Searles on the Ijench 
has approved of his work and confirmed 
his views. Mr. Sullivan is youthful, be 
is capable, and has the ability necessary 
to perform the duties of the responsible 
position for which I nominate him, aud 
with his name for the judicial position 
we shall carry as much weight in the 
State as Grover Cleveland does in the 
nation. [Prolonged applause.] 
Mr. Byron Waters of San Bernardino : 
I desire to place before this Convention 
for nomination the name of a resident of 
Sacramento, Judge J. W. Armstrong. 
Í have been acquainted with that gentle­ 
man for the past eleven years, and know 
his reputation well. He is a self-made 
man, possessing not glittering ability but 
good horee-í-ense, by reason of which he 
excels a.« a lawyer and a judge. Duiing 
his service at Sacramento he has only 
had four reverses in spite of the m ultitud­ 
inous cases that have come up before him. 
He p^sesaes great executive ability, a 
mind intent on business and capable of 
wonderful work. I do not wish to say 
anything against either 8ullivan or 
Mearles—I like them both, but I think 
that Judge Armstrong is the man who 


can handle best tbe position of the Chief 
Jadiciarv.” 
Mr. VV. W. Foote, of Alameda: “ I do 
not wish to disparage the claims of any of 
the other gentlemen, but I wish to sec­ 
ond the nomination of that grand old 
man, 
who 
now 
presides 
over 
our 
Supreme 
bench. 
We 
have 
hail a number of Chief Justices 
since tbe State begau, but never before 
had wo one with the knowledge as a 
lawyer of the gentleman there now. I 
do not agree with the gentleman from 
Del Norte when he says that this is not a 
question of party but of integrity. Mr. 
Sea» les has been with us Bince the dark 
hours of the war, and he has never 
once deserted the cause of Democracy. 
I say that though this is not a political 
question, the power should be placed in 
the bands of a man not only of 
integrity 
but of 
party. 
A 
very 
serious question arises among lawyers 
as to whether or not we have the right to 
nominate a Chief Justice in the Presi 
dential year. 
We cannot afford to run 
any chances iu this matter, and if we 
nominate another man it will cause a 
perplexing situation regarding the seat 
on the Supreme Beucli. 
Mr. Searles is 
not personally a candidate for this posi­ 
tion, and has made no personal canvass 
in this matter. I ask you to support Ids 
name and avoid tbe possibility of losina 
a Democratic vote on the bench. I 
would like to have the record of all 
that Mr. Denprey has said regarding this 
matter, so that I could answer some 
of his assertions. Gentlemen, I was so­ 
licited to nominate Judge Snllivan, but I 
let the distinguished orator from Del 
Norte do it for me. In the name of Gov­ 
ernor Bartlett, who seleetod Mr. Niles 
Searles as the man best suited to fill the 
requirements of the Chief Justiceship, I 
trust lhat that gentleman will lie nomi­ 
nated, aud I beg to second what has been 
said by Mr. Spencer,” 
Mr. M. T. Dooling, of San Benito: “I 
rise to second the nomination of the lion. 
Jeremiah sullivan. [Applause.] He is 
my friend, and I have observed his 
career from the first moment when he 
started on his upward course. I trust 
that he wil] receive the honor that he so 
well merits, for I admire him for his 
manhood, esteem him for his worth, aud 
honor him for the enemies he has made. 
[Applause.] 
He is above the turmoils 
and passions of politics, aud no matter 
how they may be raging without, he sits 
calm and undisturbed upon the bench 
and never permits them to enter his 
courtroom where law reigns supreme.” 
Mr. McPike, of Alameda: “ I wish to 
addreiB this Convention as a seconder of 
tbe nomination of Mr. Niles Searles. I 
do this not because I love Mr. Sullivan 
less, but- because I love justice more. If 
you nomiuate any other man besides 
Mr. Searles you are slapping Governor 
Bartlett in the face, who made this se­ 
lection with the knowledge that the man 
he offered it to was fully capable 
aud worthy of holding that po­ 
sition. 
Some 
of 
you 
say 
that 
Searles is too old. but he is nine years 
younger than Field. All lhat is asked of 
you is to renominate him for a period of 
two yeais, and you should weigh this 
matter carefully before acting. ÍA voice— 
we have weighed it.] His selection is 
endorsed by Mr. Hall McAllister and 
many other able lawyers, aud I think 
that we ought to follow their example.” 
Judge Heath of Santa Barbara said 
that he desired to second the name of 
Jndge Sullivan of San Francisco. [Pro­ 
longed applause.] He said that he had 
looked over tbe beBt interests of the parly 
and had now decided that Sullivan was 
the man for the place. 
Mr. R. C. Rust, of Amador, seconded 
the nomination of Judge Armstrong, of 
Sacramento, and spoke of that gentle­ 
man’s early struggles with fortune, and 
the wonderful capabilities which had 
brought him to the front. 
The speaker 
thought that no better man e»nld be 
found to fill the position of Chief Justice, 
and said that Mr. Armstrong was an 
overy-day sort of a man, who would 
greatly help the Democratic ticket. 
Mr. Dnnne, of San Francisco, moved 
that the nominations be closed and a 
ballot taken, and this was carried into 
effect. The result was as follows:
